— The rich coastal deltaic areas 
of Andhra Pradesh in the districts of Godavari, Krishna and 
Guntur arc subject to floods every year, principally from 
the coastal rivers like Budameru, Tammileru and Yerrakalva, 
These floods are causing immense damage to crops and other 
private properties besides disrupting rail and road communi- 
cations for considerable periods. Plans for ameliorating the 
situation have been under consideration for nearly half a 
century now. The recent floods have high lighted the need 
for immediate action for solving this recurring problem. An 
Expert Committee is, therefore, constituted for suggesting a 
comprehensive plan for controlling these floods and inundation. 


2. The Committee shall consist of—

(ii) to consider and recommend proposals for lowering 
the flood level of Kolleru lake either by improving 
the outfall channel, Upputeru, or by pumping, or 
by both. 

(iii) to consider and recommend proposals for improv- 
ing the drainage system in the area, and 

( iv) Any other recommendation that the Committee de- 
sires to make for prevention of floods and inunda- 
tion.
